HOUSE BODY ADKS 
HIGHER GAS LEVY, 
INCOME TAX CUT 


Incomes Between $8,000 
and $25,000 Would Ben- 
efit Under Bill Approv- 
ed by Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(/)— 
Higher taxes on gasoline and a little 
lightening of the levies on incomes 
of between $8,000 and $25,000 were 
voted today by the house ways and 


means committee. 

Th decisions virtually brought to 
an end the ijong-drawn deliberations 
of the committee over the measure 
that is designed to make the tax wall 
a little higher and less susceptible 
to escape by the possessors of large 
fortunes. 

Leaders plan to bring it up in the 
house’ on Tuesday. 

The measure represents the first 
general overhauling of the adminis- 
trative provisions of the income tax 
adopted 20 years 
Ngo. 

A subcommittee headed by Repre- 
®entative Samuel B. Hill, democrat, 
Washington, drew up the principal 
provisions after a‘long study. 

Holes Plugged. 

“We think we have done a pretty 
good job in closing the loopboles,” 
Hill said today. “We don’t claim to 
have stopped all the little ones, but 
we have got all the big ones we have 
been able to find. 

“A new school of tax experts will 
have to be developed for the big fi- 
nanciers and corporations if they are 
going to find any cracks in the admin- 
istrative provisions.” 

The committee today adopted a re- 
vision of some brackets and rates in 
the surtaxes, definitely decided to 
permit the 5-cent-a-pound levy — on 
coconut and sesame oils to remain in 
the bill, and approved Secretary Ickes’ 
recommendations to curb bootlegging 
of petroleum and to increase the oil 
import duty from 21 to 42 cents a 
barrel.

To Equalize Burdens. 

The revision in the surtax rate 
structure was approved with a view 
of equalizing the tax burden of those 
receiving incomes between $8,000 and 
$25,000 with those in the larger 
brackets. 

Under the bill, the new normal in- 
come tax rate is 4 per cent flat, with 
surtaxes beginning with 4 per cent 
on incomes above $4,000 and ranging 
to 59 per cent on those over $1,000,- 
000. A 10 per cent credit for earned 
income is allowed on incomes up to 
$8,000, which reduces the assessment 
on taxpayers in the lower brackets.

- COTTON CROP CUT 


‘Unqualified Support for 
Bankhead Measure Is 
Pledged by Agriculture 
Department. 


| WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—4)—A 
_long stride toward federal control of 
agriculture’s output was taken today 
through formal approval by Secre- 
tary Wallace of the Bankhead Dill to 


limit cotton marketed in the 1934-35 
season to 9,000,000 bales. 

A statement issued at the farm ad- 
ministration said: 

“If, as indicated by results of the 
questionnaire recently circulated 
among cotton growers, the south 
strongly favors the proposal, he 
(Secretary Wallace) will support its 
enactment.” 

Only a little while before Senator 
Bankhead, democrat, Alabama, au- 
thor of the cotton measure, said the 
secretary of agriculture “is agreeable 
to the application of the proposed 
baleage limitation to this year’s crop 
and. they are ready to go.” 

Approval by Wallace of the Bank- 
head bill apparently insures its pas- 
sage by congress. President Roose- 
velt already has given tacit support 
to its principles, but his secretary of 
agriculture, although asserting he 
would be guided by the wishes of the 
growers, has been dubious about eom- 
pulsion measures. 


with newspapermen he strongly indi- 
cated he favored giving the voluntary 
cotton plan a further trial before any 
mandatory provisions were written. 

At the farm administration tonight 
'it was said that passage of the Bank- 
head bill would not do away With the 
voluntary plan to reduce this year’s 
acreage to 25,000,000 bales through 
benefit payments to those who co- 
operate. It was added that the Bauk- 
head plan was regarded as a supple- 
ment to the voluntary program. 

Senator Bankhead said in his state- 
ment that “the bill makes compul- 
sory the application of the allotment 
and tax to this year’s crop.” 

Provisions of Measure. 

Under the measure, the secretary 
of agriculture would be required “to 
apportion to the several cotton pro- 
ducing states the number of standard 
bales of 500 pounde weight that may 
be exempt from the tax herein levied, 
which shall . be determined by the 
ratio of the average number of bales 
produced in each state during the 1V 
crop years preceding the passage of 
this act, to the average number of 
bales produced in all the states dur- 
ing the same period.” 

The measure adds further that “an 
apportionment to the several counties 
in each of said states shall be made 
by the secretary on the same basis 
and ratio so that the total amount 
apportioned to the counties in each 
state will equal the amount appor- 
tioned to such state.” Kach farm also 
would be allotted a quota. 

Cotton in excess of these allotments 


would be virtually forced off the 
market by a tax of 12 cents a pound 
at the time it is ginned.

DR. MELL DUGGAN 
DIES IN HOSPITAL 


Noted Georgia Educa- 
tional Leader Succumbs 
After Illness of Year. 


Dr. Mell Leonidas Duggan, 77, for- 
mer state superintendent of schools 
and an outstanding figure in Georgia 
education for half a century, died 


early Wednesday morning at the 
Georgia Baptist hospital, Dr. Duggan 
had been in failing health for more 
than a year as the result of a severe 
attack of influenza. He came to the 
hospital several weeks ago from St. 
Simons Island. where. he. had -been! 
trying to recuperate. 

Funeral seryices will be held at 11 
o clock this morning at Spring Hill. 
Dr. Ellis A. Fuller, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, and Dr. Louie 
D. Newton, pastor of the Druid Hills 
Baptist church, will officiate. Inter- 
ment will be ig Crest Lawn cemetery 
with H. M. Patterson & Son in charge.

ARMY CONTRAGTS. 
T0 BE SUBIECTED 
T0 SENATE PROBE 


Reported Lobbying Activ- 
ities of Trio Ordered 
Sifted to Bottom; Dern 
Confers With Cummings 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(2)— 
Army contracts, already laden with 
trouble for at least three persons the 
administration accuses of lobbying 
for them, tomorrow will become the 
vehicle for another congressional in- 
quiry. 

Evidence on army plane contracts, 
wanted for perusal] by the house mili- 
tary committee, was banded to Chair- 
man McSwain late today but he de- 
ferred going into the audit of air- 
plane costs until tomorrow. 

While the committee was setiing 
the scene for its inquiry. Secretary 
Dern was in conference with Attor- 
ney-General Cummings, presumably 
to discuss further evidence which the 
war department, through the justice 
department, has put in the hands of 
a grand jury. : 

Dern, like all his subordinates, 
maintained silence when he emerged 
from the attorney-general’s office. 

Three Go Before Jury. 

His talk with Cummings. however, 
followed closely word that the names 
of three persons, two of them mem- 
bers of the American Legion and the 
third a national guard officer, were 
before the grand jury. 

The reported lobbying activities of 
the three, involving alleged attempts 
to induce automobile manufacturing 
concerns to retain them as _repre- 
sentatives to procure war department 
contracts, were understood to have 
come to the attention of the White 
House at about the same time they 
did to the justice department. 

President Roosevelt turned the in- 
formation given him over to Attor- 
ney-General Cummings with instruc- 
tions to go to the bottom of the 
charges. The chief executive, how- 


ever, was informed by the justice ds. 


partment, that investigations were al- 
ready under way. 

Although the names of the two Le- 
gion members, both described as at- 
torneys, were screened in any official 
utterance, Assistant Secretary of War 
Harry M. Woodring has mentioned 
the name of Joseph Silverman in an 
order barring Silverman and. his asso- 
ciates from contacting any \ 
of the war department. 

Woodring Testifies. 

Woodring yesterday spe Oo 
hours before the grand jury. sup- 
posedly describing the activities of 
lobbyists and would-be lobbyists for 
army contracts. 

While justice department investi- 
gators, co-operating with the war de- 
partment, swung afield in search for 
additional material on the lobbyist 
charges, the grand jury listened to 
more witnesses. Among them were 
two more motor company officials, 
George Reynolds, of the General Mo- 
tors Corporation, and A. H Ferran- 
dou, the manager of a local Chrysler 
agency. 

The house military affairs commit- 
tee proposed to audit the books cf 
aviation concerns in the manner al- 
ready used by the naval affairs com- 
mittee in a study of aircraft manu- 
facturers on navy contracts. 

McSwain indicated the inquiry 
would extend beyond the mere check- 
ing of plane costs and profits to man- 
ufacturers.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(4)—The 

Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey withdrew tonight from its first 
major legal battle with the.oil admin- 
istration over provisions of the oil 
code. ‘ 
Walter C. Teagle, president of the 
Standard of New Jersey, informed 
Secretary Ickes his company had dis- 
continued its boys’ prize contest 
against which the government was 
seeking an injunction on the grounds 
it violated the oil code’s prohibition 
of premiums. 

In the contest. known as the “Babe 
Ruth” radio contest. haseball equip- 
ment and 50 free trips were offered 
by the company as prizes for children 
turning into filling stations a required 
number of slips signed by adults. 

In view of pos#ble disappointment 


to boys who had entered the contest,| eg} 


othér arrangements to provide the 
trips, subject to aproval by Secretary 
Ickes, may be made through sources 
entirely independent of the company 
or any of the other companies partici- 
pating in the contest. 

Code Violation. 

The Standard president told the 
secretary the contest had been inaugu- 
rated in the belief that it in no way 
violated the code prohibition against 
premiums and prizes.

NEW ELECTION PLAN

PARIS, Feb. 7.—Terror struck at 
the heart of Paris for a vecond time 
tonight as savage. rioting raged in 
the Champs Elysees, the Rue Roy- 
ale and the streets leading to the 
presidential palace. 

Two persons died of their injuries 
in a hospital, bringing the total 
known dead to 12. 

Two hundred were wounded, five 
by bfllets, during the second night 
of riots, but the insurrectionary dis- 
orders appeared to be under control. 

Premier Edouard Daladier stepped 
out as a result of Tuesday's bloody 
fighting. and President Albert Le- 
brun ‘immediately called the beloved 
70-year-old veteran Gaston Dou- 
mergue to save the precarious situ- 
ation. 

M. Lebrun was understood to have 
prepared a decree by whieh Dou- 
mergue could dissolve parliament and 

new elections to stili the mobs’ 
ominous criés 6f “Thieves!” and 
“Assassins !’’ directed at the govern- 


ment. 
Strike Planned. 

The French labor federation, dis- 
gruntled at the turn of events. an- 
nounced a 24-hour general strike for 
Monday in protest against the “men- 
ace of fascism.” 

Mobs last night seethed with re- 
sentment over the government’s al- 
leged part in the Stavisky pawnshop 
scandal and economic and_ social 
stress, but the disorders today and 
tonight were inspired by contempt 
for officers’ gunfire that last night 
took a toll of 10 lives. 

Communists went on a rampage 
near the American section of the 
Place de L’Etoile. where France’s 
Unknown Soldier lies. and cut elec- 
tric and telephone wires. 

Sporadic rioting continued after 
nightfall in widely separated sections 
of the capital. 

Near Palace. 

The heaviest fighting occurred near 
the presidential palace and the wide 
boulevards around the famous opera 
ouse. 
Meanwhile, 
new grave disorders by 
forces. 

Socialists announced they plafined 
a huge demonstration against “fas- 
cist threats to liberty.” They regard 
the resignation of the Daladier gov- 
ernment as a desertion and a surren- 
der to reactionaries. 

They sought communist support 
for demonstrations in conjunction 
with the general strike Monday and 
asked the confederation to advance 
the date of that manifestation. 

The socialists’ protest was sched- 
uled to start from the Place de la 
Bastille, whose fall marked the be- 
ginning of the French revolution. 

Running Gun Fights. 

Running pistol battles, meanwhile, 
broke out nedr the Madeleine church 
between police, communists and hood-

eorgia Example. =| 

I will take a typical situation in 
the economic life of a community. A 
large section of Georgia depends for 
its income and the welfare of all its 
people, bankers, landlords, owners, 
superintendents, workmen, schoo 
teachers, anarchists, republicans, dem- 
ocrats or demagogues, upon the re- 
turns from a great acreage planted 
in peach trees. For years now they 
have been on the brink of starvation 
and revolt in a welter of busted banks, 
empty stores and paintless houses.

o Set Formula. 

There is no point in recounting the 
detailed results of the many codes. 
Each one works or not in proportion 
to the ability and intelligence of its 
personnel. The government can’t make 
them work. There is neither virtue 
nor vice, as such, in a code. It is 
simply a new power to enforce self- 
government upon a_ business. This 
government may be wise or it may be 
destructive. Like all democracies, it 
is subject to constant change and 
constant battles, both as to policy and 
control, 

The worst results appear to have 
been achieved by the dyers and clean- 
ers and the restaurants. It would 
appear from what I’ve been told that 
the committee put prices higher than 
the trade could command. This, prob- 
ably, will often happen. Restaurant 
keepers seem by some _ perversity 
generically in favor of ruining them- 
selves by price wars. They prefer 
them. 

If what I have reported were the 
whole matter, there would be nothing 
really to discuss. The reason the 
NRA is looming as a political question 
and is the crux of so many heated de- 
bates is because along with the fran- 
chise which it gives to industry to 
organize on its own terms it requires 
the management to adopt a schedule 
sof hours and minimum wages for 
workmen laid down to begin with, 
and an agreement to let their em- 


j |Ployes combine to bargain on their own 


account in any way they choose. 

The obvious purpose of both these 
startling innovations is to . increase 
permanently and immediately the share 
of the national income going to men 
who work for wages or salaries, and 
leave the road wide open to increase 
it gradually still more. This is rec- 
ognized clearly by employers and 
workmen alike. In many quarters it 
is treated as an economic problem 
and the question asked is whether it 
is workable, or if it can be done with- 
out crippling factories or destroying 
this or that. 

Emotional Matter. 

Except in the sense that all human 
affairs can be called economic, it is 
not an economic subject. It is a so- 
cial and emotional matter. It is like 
asking whether serfdom or peonage or 
slavery or sweat shops could be atbol- 
ished. Of course it can be done. The 
question is, who wants it done, and 
who doesn’t, and what pressures can 
they bring to bear?

NORTH FULTON AIRPORT 


Group Not To Support De- 
Kalb Project; Public Hear- 
ing Will Be Held. 


A proposal to establish an airport 
in the northern part of.Fulton coun- 
ty, made before the county commission 
Wednesday, will be discussed in a 
public hearing to be held by the board 
of county commissioners next Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. Any 
persons having suggestions to offer as 
to a possible suitable site are invited 
to appear before the board and pre- 
sent their views. 

The board’s action was taken after 
some discussion of a resolution offered 
by Walter C. Hendrix at the request 
of citizens of the north Atlanta area 
to the effect that Fulton county co- 
operate with DeKalb county in ob- 
taining an option on 300 acres of 
land comprising the old Camp Gordon 
site, with the right to purchase later. 
This plan, sponsored by the Buckhead 
Fifty Club and other organizations, 
provides for a CWA appropriation 
for development of the field. 

Chairman George F. Longino of- 
fered a substitute resolution provid- 
ing for the consideration of a site 
which would be in Fulton county, in 
which the members concurred. Among 
lands suggested was the almshouse 
property, and the engineering depart- 
ment was requested to prepare an 
opinion as to the adaptability of this 
property for airport purposes.

President Protected.

One man was shot in the stomach, 
perhaps fatally, during the fighting 
near the Madeleine church. 

The entire ground floor windows of 
the famous department store, Trois 
Quartiers, in the Boulevard de la Mad- 
eleine were smashed. 

Police declared they had withheld 
their fire, under orders, and that all 
shots had come from rioters. Fire 
hydrants were opened and the mani- 
festants deluged by huge geysers of 
water. 

There seemed to be little inclination 
to charge the empty chamber of dep- 
uties, the focal point of yesterday's 
disorders. 

Men and women were knocked to 
the ground as the mob spirit was un- 
leashed again this afternoon. They 
were trampled by madly’ galloping

toward the Madeleine church. 

Hospitals already held 182 injured 
in the riots. At least 282 more were 
treated in hospitals and then sent 
home. Thousands suffered minor 
hurts last night and today. 

Adding to the seriousness of the 
crisis were disorders by royalists in 
provincial cities—Lille, Mantes and 
Nancy, where police had to be sum- 
moned to subdue the mobs. 

At Lyons several thousnd men and 
women, hooting Premier Daladier, 
choked the main streets, angrily hurl- 
ing epithets at the government for per- 
mitting the $40,000,000 Stavisky 
pawnshop scandal and failing to ease 
economic and social stress. 

Communists Lead. 

Police declred the rioting this eve- 
ning in the place was mostly led by 
communists, many of whom were 
armed. Royalists, leaders in earlier 
demonstrations, socialists and war*vet- 
erans, were not so much in evidence 
as before. 

The crowds, however, were swelled 
by ordinary citizens, who were em 
bittered by the machine gun, pistol, 
and rifle fire of police, mobile guards 
and troopers Tuesday. 

The ugly temper of the crowds was 
much in evidence throughout the day, 
but violence only started as night 
came on. 

The Elysee palace, the president’s 
residence, was itself the scene of a 
demonstration as a mob tried to reach 
it while M, Lebrun desperately sought 
a way out of the crisis. 

M. Doumergue, 70-year-old former 
president, who was prevailed on to 
attempt the difficult cabinet-forming 
job only after he had once refused and 
the task was offered to former Pre- 
mier Louis Barthou, faced overwhelm- 
ing pressure by all political parties to 
save Paris from further bloodshed. 

To Hurry to Paris. 

He agreed to hurry here from his 
country home and to form a small 
cabinet of prominent men within 12 
hours. 

His conditions seemed to be that 
M. Lebrun insure him full power to 
rule by decree as Raymond Poincare 
did in 1926. 

Former Premier Pierre Laval play- 
ed a prominent role in the Doumergue 
negotiations and appeared likely to be 
a member of the new ministry, which 
possibly will be one of public safety 
and national union. 

The French Federation of Labor. 
meanwhile, called a 24-hour general 
strike for Monday against the “menace 
of fascism.” 

Four persons died today from 
wounds received: in last night’s as- 
saults in the Place de la Concorde, 
the City Hall square, the Rue de 
Rivoli, Boulevard St. Germain, and 
other places near the chamber of 
deputies, the American embassy, and 
the Hotel Crillon. 

Should Doumergue succeed in form- 
ing a ministry he will be the sixth 
premier of France in one year and 10 
days. 

The aged statesman, whose presi- 


caused the failure of his Bayonne 
pawnshop, the loss of $40,000,000 to 
the investing public, and accusations 
of graft in high places. 

er Quits. 

After lengthy conference with legis- 
lative leaders M. Daladier resigned 
at 1:30 p. m. Seventy minutes later 
his ministers, too, relinquished the 
posts they assumed January 30. 

President Lebrun immediately ac- 
cepted the resignations. 

Behind these political developments 
was drama as tense as the street 
melees, but less spectacular. 

Daladier had hoped to form a coali- 
tion cabinet to allay the mud-flinging 
aftermath of the Bayonne fiasco and 
had bravely started out to purge the 
administration by discharging Jean 
Chiappe, popular and wealthy prefet 
of Paris police, and offering him the 
post of resident general of Morocco. 

His action helped him gain three 
votes of confidence from a_ riotous 
chamber of députies yesterday, but 
at the same time brought upon him 
the wrath of the Chiappe-worshipping 
populace. 

M. Daladier, known as “The Bull” 
as the late Georges Clemenceau was 
called “The Tiger,” sueceeded Joseph 
Paul-Boncour as premier last Janu- 
ary, But resigned in October. He was 
followed by Albert Sarraut, who in 
turn gave way, on November 23, to 
Camille Chautemps. Chautemps bray- 
ed the tempest just two months, when 
Daladier again took the helm. 

Tenacity. 

Daladier is short, thick-set, square- 
jawed, the son of a country baker, 
and the possessor of several so-called 
peasant. characteristics — tenacity 
when he has made up his mind, sim- 
plicity, caution. 

As these developments were mov- 
ing swiftly to a climax, the French 
stock exchange observed five minutes 
of silence for “those who were assas- 
sinated last night” by bullets of po- 
lice, mobile guards, and soldiers. 

Daladier’s ministry—in office, as 
customary, until the naming of suc- 
cessors—met at 4 p. m. to map a 
course of action. ; 

Authority was given to reinforce 
the 14,000 police on duty with more 
regiments of troops. 

News of that decision inspired the 
threatening cry from the mobs: “Now 
we know what to do; we also are 
armed !” 

In front of the exchange, thou- 
sands, jammed in the square, kept 
up a deafening roar: “Assassin! 
Vive Chiappe!” so furious was their 
deep-toned, rumbling chant that op- 
erations of the bourse had to be sus- 
pended. 

Police were powerless in repeated 
attempts to disperse them. Reinforce- 
ments were summoned, but they could 
not wedge their way into the mass. 

Officers Retreat. 


Instead, the offieers retreated and 


helplessly watched the crowd as it 
sang the ‘“Marseillaise.” 

Office workers leaned from their 
windows and added their shouts to 
that of the mob below—‘Assassin !” 
and “Down with Daladier!” . a 

Like a flash the news of Daladier’s 
resignation swept the crowd, but it 
did not subdue the mobs’ wrath, They

Solution Hoped For. 


The president, it was said, hoped 
that by calling Doumergue back the 
crisis would be turned. In 1926, it 
was recalled, Raymond Poincare was 
ealled from retirement to face a 
crisis, and quickly solved an impasse. 

Doumergue asked former Premier 
Laval to consult various political 
leaders to determine what sort of 
government could be formed. Laval 
is known to favor a national union 
ministry Ifke Poincare’s in 1926.

1934 as benefit payments for produc- 
tion control and corn loans is planned 
by the farm administration. 

Official estimates covering the 
‘wheat, corn and hogs, cotton, tobacco 
and corn loans programs were dis-

bacco payments, $33,092,939. 

Meanwhile, it was disclosed that 
farm adjustment officials have sent 
to the White House a _ projected 
‘amendment to the farm act. If ap- 
ic by the president and adopted, 
it would hand to the adjustment ad- 
| ministration a weapon for rigid com- 
pulsion through allowing the licensing 
of producers.

In refusing to approve a finance 
sheet he believes would impair the 
credit of the city, Mayor Key takes 
the only course by which the finan- 
cial welfare of the city can be safe- 
guarded.

THE FRENCH RIOTS. 

While the riots staged in Paris 
undoubtedly indicate serious dis- 
satisfaction among some sections of 
the public, they cannot be#classi- 
fied as a serious threat to the gov- 
ernment. 

It must be borne in mind that 


‘ithe French people are unusually 


temperamental and excitable and 
that even so violent an uprising as 
that staged in Paris need not nec- 
essarily be based on serious dis- 
content, 

What among a more calm people 
would undoubtedly have been a 
critical menace to government, is, 
in all probability, merely a popping 
off of pent-up emotions, seized by 
French radicals as opportunity for 


t, | Violence. 


Despite the large number of peo- 
ple involved in the disorders, there 
were no firearms and no bombs 
were thrown, definitely indicating 
that the trouble was largely spon- 
taneous. 

For many months, one cabinet 
after another has unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to solve satisfactorily the 
problems facing the French gov- 
ernment, only to fall after a brief 
period in office. The budget has 
remained unbalanced and the cham- 
ber of deputies has remained in an 
almost continuous uproar. The lack 
of a stable governmental policy has 
naturally reacted unfavorably on 
financial and economic conditions 
throughout the country. 

It needed only some such inci- 
dent as the Bayonne pawnshop 
scandal to touch off the fireworks. 

It is not surprising that the com- 
munists, fascists, royalists and other 
radicals, representing but a small 
per cent of the French people, 
seized upon this situation to voice 
their discontent. 

The vast majority of the French 
people, especially those living in 
the rural sections and the smaller 
towns and cities, are soundly con- 
servative and are not likely to be 
influenced by the Paris ‘riots to an 
extent that will threaten seriously 
the stability of the national gov- 
ernment. 


DR. M. L. DUGGAN. 

The death of Dr. M. L. Duggan, 
former state superintendent of 
schools, removes a prominent and 
useful figure from educational 
circles in the state. 

Not only did Dr. Duggan devote 
his entire life to educational af- 
fairs, but his father, Colonel Ivey 
W. Duggan, was a member for 
many years of the faculty of 
Shorter College. 

After his completion of post- 
graduate work at Harvard a half 
century ago, Dr. Duggan began 
teaching in Georgia and served for 
17 years as superintendent of 
schools in Hancock county before 
becoming state superintendent in 
1927. 

During his six years as the head 
of the common school system of 
the state many reforms and im- 
provements in the system were in- 
augurated, despite the fact that for 
most of the time the state was 
largely in arrears in its appropria- 
tions to the system.

Germany 
Today. 


I haven’t been to Germany since 
tthe Nazis escorted me to the Swiss 
border for writing that they were 
bratal barbarians. Hundreds of in- 
dividuals I have since met and ques- 
tioned on the situation in that coun- 
try, many of them political refugees, 
but also many businessmen and sup- 
porters of the Hitler regime, are con- 
vinced that the reign of the Brown 
Shirts is now so strongly entrenched 
that no inside power can dislodge it 
or upset it. Everybody, however, is 


agreed that things won’t stay this 
way in Germany, nor in Europe in 
geperal. There is a feeling of ex- 
pectancy in the air, a waiting for 
something to happen. What? A war? 
Not for some time to come. But with- 
in 10 years, yes. 

The Manchester Guardian's corre- 
spondent, whe has just made a new 
survey of Germany, writes that the 
terror has been more barbarous and 
ruthless than anything that was first 
reported. But be adds: “This does 
not wholly explain the stability of the 
new regime. At a rough estimate half 
the population is firmly for Hitler. 
And a dictator operating with storm 
troops and concentration camps needs 
far less than 50 per cent. I am not 
talking of election figures, of course. 
They don’t say anything. When you 
hear that people who dared to vote 
“no,” are now being made to pay for 
it with their lives, you may realize 
what kind of an election that was. 

But the half that is opposed to 
Hitler, the mass of the industrial 
workers, the republicans silent for the 
time being. There is also, the Guar- 
dian correspondent reports, a consid- 
erable cooling off in the enthusiasm 
of Hitler’s own followers, which was 
to be expected. There will be more 
of this. But it will make little dif- 
ference, for dissatisfaction that comes 
into the open is squelched without 
mercy. Yet a day of reckoning is 
coming. This the Guardian observer 
feels, as Romain Rolland predicted it 
in the first hour of Hitler’s triumph. 
A gruesome day that will be!

Health Talks

THE INSIDIOUS CALORIES ARE 
ON YOU BEFORE YOU KNOW IT. 

When I recall the shock I suffered 
when my, as I fondly thought, incipi- 
ent bald spot was picked out of a 
large audience as a shining example of 
a bald head, I can sympathize with the 
girls who discover all of a sudden 
that they have grown fat. But their 
sorrow is tempered with hope. Bald- 
ness is comparatively a sufficient 
cause for despair. 

The mistake thousands of girls 
make when they perceive, alas, that 
they have put on many pounds of 
horrid superfluous flesh, is that they 
decide to reduce immediately, the 
quicker the better, they think, and 
plenty of merchants are glad to cater 
to that vain unreasonable hope. The 
fat did not come suddenly; it cannot 
be made to leave suddenly, without 
grave risk to health, to say nothing 
of good looks. 

Too rapid reduction is certain to 
leave more or less unsightly flab- 
biness if not actual _ wrinkles. 
Whereas reduction that is as gradual 
as was the accumulation of the ex- 
cess weight may be achieved indeed 
with benefit to both. Besides, rarely 
has any individual] the grim deter- 
mination necessary to stick to a severe 
reduction regimen more than a day or 
two. But most overweight adults can 
follow a sane, moderate reduction 
schedule for as many weeks or months 
as may be advisable. By a sane, mod- 
erate reduction regimen I meen re- 
ducing at the rate of not more than 
two or three pounds a week or better 
say six to eight —. in a month. 

As a matter pf fact a person seldom 
accumulates excess weight as fast as 
that. 

Before you “go on a diet” you should 
study some practical arithmetic, learn 
to count calories at a glance, much 
as a cafeteria cashier estimates the 
damage when you exhibit your tray- 
ful. Such a familiarity with calories 
is especially helpful in respect to the 
chief items of the diet, the everyday 
victuals which are mainly responsible 


NEW LAWS WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—A fairly definite line on 
legislation to be expected from this session of con- 
gress is now available. 

You will get a new tax law which need not worry anyone with 
an income below $8,000 or so. Slight reductions wiil be granted 
persons in that class, who earn their money. The reductions will 
' not apply to those who make their living by clipping coupons on 

investments, . | 

The big money fellows will get quite a jolt but in a very legiti- 
mate way. The loopholes by which they crawled out of taxes be- 
fore are going to be blocked and the rates on unearned income 
increased. 

The blocking will be done along sane lines suggested by the 
treasury and not the painful ones outlined a feW weeks ago by a 
house subcommittee. 

The St. Lawrence waterway treaty is doomed, A secret poll 
made by a senate leader a few days ago showed 43 votes against it. 
‘That is 10 votes more than enough to kill it. (A treaty requires 
a two-thirds majority.) Mr, Roosevelt might save it if he came 
out with a strong demand for action, but there is mo indication that 
he will. He is expected to let it go to a vote and then after it is 
dead renew negotiations with Canda for a treaty that can be ratified. 

The pure food bill has been subjected to a strong inside batter- 
ing from an aroused opposition. It probably will fail. Professor 
Tugwell started the fuss by writing the original Copeland bill. His 
interest has cooled considerably since the measure has been re- 
written. If any bill is passed it will not be the Tugwell bill, but a 
far more moderate measure. ? 

LICENSES The fate of the stock market legislation is not very 

' clear, but, in the end, a law probably will be passed 
placing all exchanges under federal license. The big question is 
whether the bill should include specific detailed regulations for ex- 
changes. A detailed measure may go through the senate, but there 
are indications that the details will be eliminated in the house. 
Final disposition of the measure depends on what pressure is ex- 
erted by the White House. 

“ Modification of the securities act is virtually certain. The liabil- 
ity of corporations for errors will be relieved in such a way as to 
benefit the capital finance market. 

Any important railroad legislation is out of the question. A 
move may be made to change the RFC law so as to help rail financ- 
ing, but that is very indefinite. The bus regulation bill is so dead 
it could not be revived with a pulmotor. Chairman Rayburn, of 
the house interstate commerce committee, is playing around with a 
communications bill along the general lines vaguely desired by the 
administration. It cannot get anywhere. There will not be ary 
further general banking legislation, but there will be an administra- 
tion amendment to the deposit insurance act probably limiting the 
guarantee to deposits under $5,000. 

@ These are the only important items which have a chance. 
IDEA It is quite evident that this session of congress is being 

held more or less under Mr. Roosevelt’s hat. 

Even the congressmen themselves do not know exactly what 
a are going to do about certain items until the president de- 
cides. 

It would take a mind reader to get the details out of Mr. 
Roosevelt and even he might have trouble because he himself does 
not appear to be very clear about it. He would like to get tariff 
bargaining power, but has been told he had better not submit that 
issue this session. He is trying to work out a scheme whereby he 
can get the power without causing too much of an uproar in con- 
gress. That will be hard to do. 

- The president’s main purpose is to induce congress to adjourn 
as soon as possible. He has mellowed a little in that purpose since 
he has seen how eager the boys are to,do his bidding. But he does 
— want to submit anything which will start a fight and delay the 
end, 


GAME The house is playing his game by rushing the appropria- 
tion bills through. Those are the only bills which really 

must be passed before adjournment. They carry funds for the 

government to operate next year. ' 

So far the house has pushed through the interior, navy, four 
department (state, justice, commerce and labor), treasury, post- 
office and independent offices bills. That leaves only the war, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, agriculture and deficiency bills. 

They will all be cleaned up (except deficiency) within the next 
10 days. Then pressure will be turned on the senate. As soon 
as the senate acts, the way to adjournment will be opened. 

Congressmen say that time will come around May 1. The White 
House says April 1. Anyone knows which one of those two should 
be believed. , 

INERTIA The expected sensational congressional inquiries into 

government spending have failed to materialize. The 
mail contract inquiry is being pushed ardently, but it is raking over 
the coals left by the previous administration. 

None of the republicans seems to want to start raking the live 
coals of this administration. It appears they are quite content to 
let things go along as they are for the present. They may start 
investigating public works, CWA, et al, next year if public opinion 
is more encouraging. 

For the present they want to get federal money out of the grab- 
bag themselves while grabbing is good. 

A prospective republican presidential candidate arose in the 
house the other day. Ntwsmen came trooping into the gallery on 
the run. They thought here, at last, the administration was going 
to catch some thunderbolts. 

The speech was very mild and it concluded with the suggestion 
that even more money should be appropriated for a certain relief 
purpose. 

The republicans feel as silly as they look in this their darkest 
hour, and they are not entirely comforted by the knowledge that 


there is nothing to do but wait.

Jones and O’Connor Far Apart in Views on Lending 
of Federal Funds.

shall be loaned by the banks to the American people. 

Mr. Jones says the banks should lend “on char- 
acter or on the kind of security which the average 
man possesses.”’ 

Mr. O’Connor has a corps of bank examiners who 
tell banks what they can of cannot do. And one of 
the things they cannot do is to approve what are 
known as “capital loans.‘ These are loans that are 
not payable in short periods but are intended to do 
the work that normally is performed by paid-in: 
capital. 

Mr. Jones describes the type of loan most sought 
as follows: 

. “There is never a day that the R. F. C. does not 
———mewsssees ave applications for individual and industrial loans 
DAVID LAWRENCE, that are perfectly sound. They are not loans that 
—— would be liquidated within a few months, but many of them 
cotld be made by the local banker and could be liquidated if the bor- 
rower is given reasonable time and notice.” . 

Now the national industrial conference board, after a comprehensive 
Survey of loan applications in various federal reserve districts, came to 
the conclusion that most of the demand was for loans of the capital 
variety; that is, small businesses which were making progress toward 
the profit mark and some that were making a profit but did not have 
thé kind of collateral which was necessary to meet the requirements of 
short term notes at the banks. 

Mr. Jones insists that the banks ought to make these loans. The 
banks say they cannot do so, especially if the bank examiners disapprove © 
of capital loans being made by commercial banks. 

Some reconciliation of these points of view was attempted by Mr. 
Jones himself in his New York speech when he said: 

“I appreciate that bank examiners, both national and state, frequent- 
ly criticize or condemn perfectly sound items, but my observation has 
been that these same examiners fail to find as many items that could 
very properly be criticized, and that upon the average, bank super- 
vision has been too lax rather than too severe.” 

But will the bank examiners use ‘‘discretion’’ and follow out the 
R. F. C. policies or will they follow rules set forth which have grown 
up in banking practice heretofore? One of the criticisms made of the 
bank examinerg in some of the senate inquiries was that they responded 
to the Hoover edict to go easy on some of the loans and not force 
liquidation, especially in the months which preceded the bank holiday. 

Mr. Jones, of course, declares that now the banks have little to 
fear from runs on their deposits because we have an insurance deposit 
scheme in effect by which the government protects the depositor up to 
$2,500. Hence he believes the banks can afford to lend more freely. 
He says he doesn’t want to see loose lending but that we have gone too 
far in the direction of cautious lending. 

There have been some doubts expressed by commercial banks as 
to the demand for credit. Again and again the bankers have insisted 
they were meeting all legitimate demands. What they mean, of course, 
is that they have been lending on short term notes to those who are 
deserving of short term credit. They have not considered applications 
for capital as justifiable for a commercial bank to grant. But Mr. Jones, 
nevertheless, argues for capital credit thus: 

“By reason of the fact that there has been such complete stagnation 
in business and industry during the last few years, much plant modern- 
ization and some building could very properly be carried on if money 
was available on fair terms with which to pay for it. Some of this prob- 
ably should be long-time financing but much of it could be provided by 
the banks.” 

Mr. Jones has raised a very vital question in the administration’s 
recovery program. Last summer businessmen were importuned to raise 
wages and to borrow money if necessary to finance increased pay rolls, 
and it was asserted that the volume of business and profits would be 
forthcoming out of the general rise in purchasing power. 

But business has been unable to borrow the money from the banks 
unless in every case good collateral or liquid assets were available to back 
up the loan. As for long-time capital, the securities act has prevented 
instead of helped long-term flotations. The commercial banks are today 
carrying many loans that ought to be refinanced through the bond market 
but the provisions of the securities act have operated against such fi- 
nancing. ; 

er bina however, thinks the banks can furnish capital credit. The 
banks look first to the bank examiners and recall their own experience 
in the past with capital loans. Some of thése loans they always have made 
but it has been a relatively small percentage of their total and such loans 
have been made only in rare instances when the collateral is adequate. 

The government through the RFC has become a stockholder in thou- 
sands of banks. Mr. Jones, as the head of the RFC, expresses the wishes 
of the government as to loan policies. But there will have to be some 
team-work between the RFC and the comptroller’s office before there is 
likely to be any change in banking practice; and even then the possi- 
bilities of getting any appreciable sums in the aggregate for capital pur- 
poses out of commercial banks may be said to be very doubtful, because 
the banks which take deposits apt to be called for at any time by their 
depositors do not like to freeze their money in non-marketable loans that 
cannot be quickly converted into cash. 

The setting up of an intermediate credit system of banks which would 
issue their own marketable debentures and use the proceeds to make 
capital loans to small companies has been urged for several months and 
various plans are under consideration. It may be that Mr. Jones’ speech 
is a preliminary to government support for an intermediate credit system, 
which, of course, is very much needed and would be a constructive step 
for the administration to take. It could be backed by purchases of pre- 
ferred stock by the government and the present intermediate banking 
system, which is confined to agriculture, could be easily enlarged to 


include industry by.simple amendment of existing law.

Valdosta Plans Abolition 


Junior College 


Of Emory 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Feb. 7.—City 
council this afternoon at the request 
of the board of education, passed a 
resolution agreeing to abolition of 


Emory Junior College in Valdosta, 
subject to ratification by Emory Uni- 
versity trustees, 

Under terms of the _ resolution 
Emory surrenders to the city 50 acres 
of campus, administration and dormi- 
tory buildings and furnishings and re- 
turns $150,000 of a $200,000 endow- 
ment fund provided by the city. 

Valdosta is to use the college build- 
ings for expanding the city schools 
and the money to retire indebtedness 
of the city schools and if there is any 
money left to provide other needed 
school buildings. The city of Val- 
dosta is also relieved of payment of 
an additional $10,000 on its obligatidén 


to Emory University, which falls die 
next year. 

The school board earlier in the aft- 
ernoon passed the resolution, which 
was drawn in accordance with an 
agreement with authorities 6f Emory 

niversity. The resolution was 
brought to council and it was explain- 
ed that the city schools were not in 
position to continue operations and 
carry the heavy indebtedness which 
developed from shrinkage of property 
valuations for taxation. The dire 
need of additional school buildings 
was also pointed out, and the fact that 
the city could no longer bond for such 
improvements. 

Emory Junior College was establish- 
ed six years ago, Valdosta by popular 
subscription, providing nearly half a 
million dollars for the property, 
buildings and endowment. 


Ghost of Poker Game Rises Again 
To Pester Congressman Parker 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(#)—A 
boarding-house poker game back in 
1917, which has been a nemisis to 
Representative Parker, democrat, 
Georgia, in every political race he has 
entered, now has complicated his se- 
lection of a postmaster for his home 
town, Statesboro, Ga. 


Parker, according to his affidavit 
to the civil service commission; and 
George T. Groover, his choice for post- 
master, were among 28 young men 
who pleaded guilty in Statesboro 17 
years ago to playing poker. They paid 
fines of $40 each. 

An objection was filed to the ap- 
pointment of Groover, who was Park- 
ér’s manager in numerous campaigns 
including two successful races for con- 
gress. The representative forthwith 
wrote the civil service commission 
saying: 

“Many years ago Mr. Groover pled 
guilty to the offense of gambling on 
account of having participated in a 
little twenty-five-cent poker game 
with other young men of his aec- 
quaintance in Statesboro. I know all 


the guilty parties myself and also pled 
guilty to a gambling charge at the 
same time my friend, Mr. Groover, 
did.” 

Groover is not a criminal, Parker 
said. 

“In my own case,” he/ wrote, “I 
had not’ played poker twice in three 
years but I did not feel like telling 
a lie about it. I told the whole truth 
and was indicted on my own testl- 
mony.” 

The objection to Groover, now act- 
ing postmaster, was filed by W. G. 
Raines, of Statesboro, who also said 
Groover had been dismissed from his 
church while Raines was. superin- 
tendent of the Sunday school. 

Parker has informed the _ senate 
post office committee that Groover is 
a chureh member in good standing 
and has wired a Statesboro church to 
so’ inform the committee.

“After all, the only effect would be 
that of increasing the number of 
passes and minimize the use of power 
plays in the scoring zone,” Coach Alex- 
ander further pointed out. 

THAT'S RIGHT. 


He believes, that from the stand-

LEOPARD FROG. 

It was just a year-ago at this time 
that I found the first evidence of 
breeding of the leopard frogs for 1933. 
It seemed a bit early, but they are 
with us again. Out over the marsh 
the other night I heard the deep, 


throaty chuckle of the leopard frog, 
and a little later found a mass of 


eggs. 

The leopard frog does not have the 
same throat-balloon type of calling 
apparatus that the cricket frogs and 
toads have. Their resonators are lo- 
cated on the sides of the throat, and 
project like two incipient wings, 
swelling with the call and collapsing 
to nornral again, as the low, guttural 
clucks roll out, With the piping 
hylas coming into full sway, and the 
cricket frogs dying away a little later 
this month, the leopard frog will have 
a hard time making himself heard, 
but after the remarkably short breed- 
ing season for the pipers is over, 
there will be a lapse of a week or so 
when Rana pipiens will be the vocal 
dominant of the marsh. 

Later, of course, the giant  bull- 
frogs, with their deep bass thunder, 
will make the night beautiful (or hid- 
eous, however you feel about it) with 


their booming, pulsating, g 
bull-fiddlé chorus, —e 
enclosed in a mass of jelly that is 
uniquely beautiful. It must be scen 
in a specimen from water that h 

absolutely no silt in it to be appre- 
ciated. While the jelly is really life- 
less, thére comes to my mind at once 
the suggestion of that trite phrase, 
“living opal” ‘The mass seems to be 
shot through with pastel flame: iri- 
dlescences so ephemeral that they 
seem but vague imaginings, or zhosts 
of once living color. Hundreds of the 
minute black-and-white eggs add their 
lustrous brilliance to the subtle hint 
of tinted life. Are these fleeting suge 
gestions of color in the egg-cluster @ 
forecasting of the soft greens and 
grays of the adult frog? I like to 
think so, even at the expense of the 
(ry scientific thought about the anis 
mal. I am truly sorry for the man 
who can look at one of these mobile 
erystalline masses and see nothing 
but frog eggs. When I come to the 
point that I can no longer enjoy this 
auroral display it will be time for my 
colleagues to inject my veins heavily 
with formalin and put me in a muse 
seum—if they happen to think that 


much of such a forgotten soul. ‘

C slbertsén 
on Contract 
The Vienna Coup 


By ELY CULBERTSON 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


The Vienna coup is a variation 
of the squeeze play which begins with 
the establishment of a high ecard or 
cards for an opponent, and _ later, 
through the operation of the squeeze, 
forces him to discard them. An ex- 
ample of the Vienna coup is: 


South is playing a contract of seven 
diamonds and thus cannot lose any 
tricks. West's opening tead is the 
heart 8, and when the dummy is 
spread on the table, the declarer 
counts his tricks preparatory to the 
play. He can see as certain winners 
five tricks in diamends, three hearis, 
three clubs and one spade—a total 
of 12 tricks. It is possible that the 
thirteenth trick may be established 
by ruffing a club in his own hand and 
establishing the thirteenth elub in 
dummy. This plan would be effective 
if the clubs adversely held were di- 
vided 4-3. The heart is won with 
the ace dummy. However, the 
first lead of trumps discloses that 
West holds all five trumps and there. 
fore no trumps in the closed hand can 
be used in an effort to establish a 
low club in the dummy by ruffing one 
round of that suit. There remains 
yet one chance of making the con- 
tract, which will prove effective if 
East holds four clubs and also betb 
the king and queen of spades. It is 
a long chance, but East must make 
four more discards and no other plan 
offers any hope of success. At trick 
3, declarer leads the ace of spades, 
thus establishing not one, but two high 
spades for East. He follows with 
four diamond leads and one round of 
hearts. The cards are now located 
as follows:

South now leads the heart king. 
and from dummy discards the elub 7. 
Whatever card East. plays must re- 
sult in-South winning all the remain- 
ing tricks. If he discards one more 
club, all dummy’s clubs are good. 
If he discards the spade king, South 
will take a trick with the spade knave 
and win the last 3 tricks with the 
ace, king and queen of clubs in the 
dummy. 

This hand could not have been 
made had the declarer not played the 
spade ace early in the hand. If the

BUS rei HEARING 
CALLED FOR MARCH 12 


Lines Cited To Show Cause 
Why Rates Should Not 
‘Be Reduced. 


The Georgia public service commis- 
sion Wednesday issued a rule nisi 
calling on all motor carriers hauling 
freight within the state to show cause 
on March 12 why class and commodity 
freight rates should not be reduced.

other negro papers in various cities 
of the south. died early Wednesday 
night at Spe'man_ hospital. 

Scott was shot down on the night 
of January 30 from ambush as he 
got out of sis car to open the garage 
door. The bullet from a_ .45-caliber 
gun struck him in the lower back and 
penetrated the abdomen.
